Mountains, on the Southern Bide of that 
portion of the Georgian Bay cnlied 
Nottnwnsacn Bay. It is the principal, 
or one ol' the principal porta On liie 
Georgian Bay. The chief industries of 
the town lie iu the direction of the 
lake, that is to say, fishing, Bailing, shin- 
buildinc, etc. Mostly every o.her m n 
you meet on the streets can either handle 
n tiller, mend n net, or trim u pail. Th:> 
line of boats that run into the port are 
second to none on the inland waters. 
They are Dtled up with nil the most 
modern conveniences for passengers, be- 
sides h!iTJ!>n n carrying capacity for 
freight of about 100 to 1,000 tons. 

The fishing industry, although not car- 
ried on to so t'rent nu extent as it was 
former!;-, is Rti'rl n flourishing business, 
and some of the fishermen own some or 
the best property and finest residences in 
the town, These men own small steam- 
boats, or rather rhey are termed tugs. 
They go up Hie inke and buy, or else have 
a gang of fishermen themselves, and 
briuf the fish to the large storehouses of 
tbis port, where they pack the fleh iu ice 
. and ship them from thence all over Can 
ada and the United States.

kind. Thin institution employs 70 men, 
and very prominent among these we 
plnce the Secretary of the corpB, 3. 
Woodyard, who, since coming to this 
town, four yearn ago, :;as been a go v d 
soldier of Jesus Christ. Bro. W. Steel, 
who iB preparing for the Field, also 
works in this establishment ; but I anp- 
pose the Army will hear from him later 
when be has Borne higher degree attached 
to his name. 

We might also' mention that a lot of 
unsaved young men, who are a great 
financial support to the- Army in this 
place, wort iu. this esr ^Mishment. 

There are also two of the largest plan- 
ing mills you em find anywhere in this 
town. They nmploy in the neighborhood 
Of 50 men each, and do a very iarnc 
shipping busincBa up the laltL-s, some 
of the very finest work you enn find 
anywhere in Canada bring turned out 
and shipped up there oy them. 

I might also mention a very large tan- 
nery nnd Inrge biscuit works that im- 



ploy a large number of men the year 
round. 

Colliugwood is also rioted for its eood 
s'dowalns, there Le ng miiej o£ Grano 
lithic walks in this town, and scarcely a 
street without a guod cement sidewalk 
on it. The towu also owns their own 
water wurks and electric Usht phinta, 
and furnishes the same nt moderate rates. 
I might here also mention ro'.r.e of Col- 
lingiraod's wc.Lhest p.'op-e, h.st I will 
confine myself to one or two of the busi- 
ness men. 1 suppose & s. and lore- 
most 1 must mem inn Lnug Eros., some 
of, if not the wealthiest men of the town. 
They run a lar^c 1). n.trtinenlal S.ore, 
and you enn purchase anything, as the 
saying goce, from a needle to an anchor, 
in their plaee of buaiuuss, and as cheap- 
ly as you enu at .hlntou's, in Toronto. 
Stephens' Bros, is another very wealthy 
departmental store, and I thick as good 
as any iu Canada. Telfer Bros, are also 
a very large firm, wholesale grocers aud 
eourectioners ; ihey do an exceedingly 
large Iniiiinws with the neighboring 
towns in (heir line. But 1 think 1 k.ive 
said enough relative to business men nnd 
places in this town, and will wind up 
my account of Coliingwood by saying n 
have the regulation number of chu.ehei 
usually found in towns of this siz_', nnd 
also the S. A,, and nuy on visit. ng our 
tovrn would £nd thst they are not d*?od. 
buc with their very prominent ohlcer.-. 
Captain Wilson nnd Lieut. Liddard, 
they are marching on to vietory through 
the Blood of the Lamb.

The fame of His wondrous miracles 
and powerful, direct preaching attract- 
ed huge crowds, who travelled long 
distances to see and hear tbe Mnstcr. 
Many of those who came were further 
convinced by the healing exercised on 
their bchnlf, or on that of their frlendB; 
others were laid hold of by the simple, 
yet. Divine, beauty of tbe ti'uihs He 
taught, nnd all were more or Ices Im- 
pressed. 

Yet, at die some time, an element of 
danger was making Itself more mark- 
edly felt in tbe surroundings of the 
Master. Already those old hypocrites, 
tbe Pharisees, had detected how 
strongly His uncompromising argu- 
ments told against their white-washed 
profession, and they had set about 
defending their own unrighteousness 
by assailing His purity. The Phari- 
sees stirred ap tbe Hpmrtiniw. another 
unscrupulous sect, who, acting as 
persistent- spies, sought continual op- 
portunity fcr getting the Lord lo com- 
mit Himself In the eyes ot the Jewish 
law. Even thus early these men's 
murderous hearts had planned His 
destruction. 



It wns to the glories, privations ntirt 
perils of such a Ufo as His that uhrist 
called nnd consecrated His tweive dis- 
ciples. They would understand and 
except tlint while they shared the 
repute of the Great Teacher Who en- 
nobled their own characters in the 
uiiada of ethers, Vr'itls equal certnlnty 
they would participate In the dangers 
which dogged His sacred footsteps. 

In the. narrative little more than the 
names nf the twelve are given, but 
from other references we find one or 
two facts which are of tbe utmost Im- 
portance and interest to us as the 
latter-day followers of the Master. 

They 
belonged, with fibont two oxceptlnns, 
to the lower working class. They 
were accustomed to hard toll, to some 
want, nnd to next to no luxuries. But 
the Gospel which Christ brouprht to 
the world is preached as efteetiveiv foy 
a fisherman ns b.v n financial Itintr. 
Sincerity and not society gives iiie 
entre Into His troops. 

They were more than poor, they 
were ignorant. In several places we 
are struck with the lack of under- 
standing they showed. Very little 
earthly knowledge had fallen to their 
share, and they seemed exceptionally 
slow to take iu the designs of their 
Leader. Yet with Infinite pntlence and 
love the Saviour bore wlt»> their slow- 
ness and short-comings, and tnnglit 
and trained them. This should en- 
courage all who feel themselves dull 
student of His grace, to submit them- 
selves io Kit. wKi.

the experience of that heart will find 
in Romans vl. 17, 18 and 22. "But 
Ged be thanked, tt.at ,vn wern the 
servants of sin, but ye have obeyed 
from the heart that form of doctrine 
which was detlvered you. Being then 



made free from sin." Justification Is 
different from freedom. "Justlliod 
means "Not guilty ;" that Is all. You 
arc not guilty. Through the righteous- 
ness of God you are "free from the 
wrath to come," but free from sin is 
quite a different thing. Yon are free 
from sin because the indwelling power 
of Christ makes yon free, not only 
from the guilt, but itlsu fi-um the pow- 
er of sin. 

Many explain the truth nccordlng to 
their .opinion, but the Lord explains lu 
chapters and verses. If it is the 
truth of God you preach, yon will 
tlud plenty of chapters nnd verses to 
support It : but If a mnn is going <o 
use Ida uwu Imagination and theory, 
vou won't be ahle to find a chapter 
and verse for It, 1-ct God be true ! 
Iiomnns HI. 3, 4, "For what if some did 
not believe ? Shall their unbelief 
make the- railh of Co5 without effect ? 
God forbid ; yea, let God be true, and 
every man a liar." .Let every man be 
a liar, but let God be true. If some 
du not believe, what does God care 
about it 1 Whether you believe It or 
not, the fact remains a fact Eight 
and eight are sixteen ; If you do not 
believe it. It will never make It seven- 
teen. You may not believe In naviga- 
tion, but the enpfsln of the ship Is 
not going to give up navigation be- 
cause you do not believe In It, Yon 
don't know ehemlstry ; the doctor 
prescribes some medicine for you, and 
you don't believe In it. bnt the doctor 
is not going to alter the prescription 
because ynn dn not believe In !*■. Whnt 
is it to him whether you believe in It 
or not ? If you believe you shall have 
the benefit of it ; if yes: do set be- 
lieve you shall go without It. It will 
serve you right, serve you right.

CHAPTER XIII. 

BPAMINONDAS, THE MODEL 

SALVATIONIST. 

Sparta, exercised her power very 
harshly. Iu 387, E. C, they called up- 
on the Thebans to assist In the siege 
of the cily of Miitineaus. Tlic besieged 
sallied out nnd in the ensuing battle 
were defeated. In the cuurae of the 
nghllnjr i. i-i.-li yt,unj5 Tlicbuu, uf nui.lu 
fiir/iily, iittuiea Pc-loxiiuiis, wr.* sur- 
rounded by enemies. He fought des- 
perately and fell under seven wouuds, 
when another Theban, Epamlnondr.B, 
came to his help and fought over him 
until help came, and both, although 
badly wounded, were saved, Bp- 
amiuuiidas ivus also the sun of a 
noble father, but very poor. A strong 
friendship sprang up botwecu ' Ihcsc 
two youths, an>,- the rich Pelopldas 
lived ns hardily and sparingly as bis 
poorer friend, using bis money lo help 
the poor. 

Thebans naturally hated to be traa n r 
the Spartan yoke, and watcbed their 
chance to free themselves, but some 
traitor sent word to Spurta, which re- 
sumed in :l ypai.m Garrison being 
placed ill tin- cii., nnd nl'Oul and of 
the best citizens bciuii scoL iniu exile. 
auiuiig tliem Pelopidas. Epnini'iondas 
passed for a poor sluJent and was al- 
lowed to remain. 

One dark winter's eve, while a ban- 
quet among the Spartans was being 
lxd'l, Polapifl:i:j, ~;'.ih ..'.,.vc;i ollirf ex- 
iles, came Into the Thebes in the guise 
of hunters, nnd In the height of the 
midst at the banquet tbey fell upon 
the half-tipsy guests and slew them 
at the shout of, "Freedom ! Down 
with the foes V" The citizens arose, 
TCpnTnlriomlns among the first ; the 
rest of the exiles marched In at day- 
break nnd the Spartan Garrison was 
besieged until the latter marched out, 
and Thebes was left to Its own govern- 



ment by Boeotarchs, who were elected 
for a yonr at a time. 

A war with Sparta followed In which 
Athens helped Thebes, out of hatred 
for Sparta. After six years a cunfer- 
cuce was called to arrange n pence ng- 
rrcui.aii, m which Epamlnondns dis- 
tinguished himself by his eloquence 
insisting that Sparta should give up 
the rule over other places lu Laconla 
1 he Athenians would not stand by 
lliebes, which was left alone (u resist 
Spario. The latter power sent eleven 
I loiisand men under the diuil T,i r ,~_ 
cilice Asenlliius was compelled bv° n 
.an,,- , eK iu stay bchlud-while lina- 
!!!!non,lHs mustci'ed only six thousand 
warriors. Pelopldas commanded the 
horsemen, while Epaminondas drew 
«lj Ids lnrantry in lines fifty deep, 
with which be dashed Into the midst 
ol the Spai-lans, w ho were only three 
deep, wliile the cavalry dushed into 
the broken ranks of the Spartans and 
cut them down. The Spn.tnn leader 
wns slain and the Thebans uml wou a 
glorious victory. Epainlnondas was 
the most popular mnn for a time but 
envy raised him up some enemies 
which succeeded in having him elected 
us mspcclnr of street cleaning, intend- 
IV£«h i 0l ;, a M , lllr ,- lnstca(1 af that he 
fulfilled the duties of It so well that 
He made the office an hnnoraule one. 

I eiopjiias, who hart been sent with a 
messago to Theasfily, had been pat in 
chains in a dismal dungeon and the 
riiebaus marched against Thessnlv to 
deliver him, Epamlnoudna nmeiig' the 
li-oops as a .-uinmon soldier. The 
i'heban leaders mannged so badly that 
(hey were forced (o turn buck by the 
cn;wii. v . Tn iiie rerreat the half-starved 
and endangered troops cried out fer 
Epumliioiidas to lead them, and he 
hrouglit tliem out safely. The follow- 
ing year he was chosen Bnentnreh nnd 
again attacked Thessnly, and by the 
mere dread of his name made the ty- 
rant of that city to sue for pence and 
to deliver up Pelopldas, The reports 
of Pelopldas were so revoltlnc that 
another attaek was made at the end 
of the peace, and a great battle was

I wns born In Yarmouth, N. S. My 
mother waB a good Christian and a 
member of the Baptist Church. 1 
went to school until 1 was thirteen 
years of nse, and had to ntteud Sab- 
bath School nnd two preaching ser- 
v inaa mupy Knndnv (rain or shine). 
My religions Instruction did not seem 
to benefit me very much, for after I 
left home, 1 did not ntteud n religious 
meeting of any '■""" "or n long tlras, 
I learned te drink, and smoke, and 
used to be out late at nights with the 
boys.
